AS a B a lt im o re S u n reporter has writ­ 
ten 
ip the local NYA machine shop and 
ha 
precented some 
inform ation 
which 
brings its present purpo.se and u sefu ln ess 
into question, a brief history of the n a ­ 
tional organization may be of interest. 
The 
National 
Youth 
Administration 
was created by an executive order of the 
president June 26, 1935, and not by an act 
of C ongre-; 
but. after its creation. Con­ 
gee? 
regularly appropriated funds to carry 
on h 
activities. 
It functioned originally 
within the Works Progress Administration, 
but under a reorganization plan of the 
president it was placed under the Federal 
Security Agency 
The original purpose of the NYA wa- 
a relief measure, designed to aid young 
people, both boys and girls, to rem ain In 
school or. if out of school, to help support 
them selves 
Part-tim e jobs were provided, 
usually in and around 
school 
buildings. 
College students were embraced in the plan 
At the outset, a large number of young 
persons were able to get more schooling 
than otherwise would have been available, 
and at the same time were kept from in ­ 
creasing unem ploym ent by 
entering 
the 
labor market 


By the com ing June 30, total expendi­ 
tures for the NYA in its seven years of 
existence will have totaled $646,000 OOO ~ 
an average of around $92 000 000 a vear 
Its maximum expenditure in any one year 
was $126 000 000 
this being in 1941 
For 
1943 Congress reduced the NYA appropria­ 
tion by about one- half, from $123,000,000 
to $61,CKX),OOO 
The original appropriation 
was tar $152.000 000. but the Budge; bureau 
cut out $29,000 OOO 
With the advent of defense work and 
later actual war production, there was little 
excuse for continuing the N. Y 
A. as a 
relief project, but once a New Deal agency 
Is established It Is pretty hard th get rid 
of it at the end of its usefulness, if any. 
and those holding jobs in it exerted frantic 
efforts to have it, and their Jobs, continued. 
The excuse put forth was that It could be 
used for war training, particularly In m e­ 
chanics, although ample facilities appeared 
to be offered by the established schooling 
system . 
Repeated efforts to liquidate the N. Y 
A 
as a useless and expensive appanage 
of governm ent were made 
In 
Congress, 
notably under the leadership of R epresenta­ 
tive Dirksen, of Illinois. 
In view of the 
pre* ore, the president s 1943 budget called 
for elim inating all N. Y. A student aid in 
favor of $10 OOO (XX) in student loans to be 
adm inistered by the Office of Education 
Tile House Appropriations com m ittee re­ 
jected the loan proposal in favor of $6 000 - 
000 for N Y A work projects for student a 
and cut the w ork-training 
program 
by 
more than on e-half 
A resolution by Rep­ 
resentative Dirksen to elim inate the work- 
training program altogether was rejected 
He has been attem pting in the new Con­ 
gress to liquidate the whole set-up as super­ 
fluous with the aid of fellow Republicans 
and som e anti-N ew Deal Democrats, 
The report by the Balt imo re S u n re­ 
porter rather em phasizes the fact that the 
Y A has outlived Its usefulness, through 
necessary duplication since the unem - 
v m erit problem has gone out 
It has 
en attem pting to do wha* 
the public 
hoots can do. 
But two though!* occur 
that so long as the set-up is con­ 
tinued. some use 
hould be made of it. The 
a*her if that if the m achines used in Its 
workshops are in the critical m aterial class 
and are needed for war production, then 


Stri pes otters editorial objection tc Holly­ 
wood's more expansive efforts at box office 
patriotism and asserts th at the flag waving 
in American movies shown abroad is sick­ 
ening. 
“We would appreciate the Hays office 
more ” says S ta r s a n d Stripes, “lf it spent 
lass time cutting swear words from the 
script,* of potential war movies and gave 
a little more thought to good taste in 
movie scripts designed for foreign con­ 
sumption. 
“We feel that, in addition to news cen ­ 
sorship, the movies should be censored for 
good taste before they 
are exported to 
foreign countries, and that such censor­ 
ship by the Hays office would elim inate 
distrust of Americans that bad films sow 
in the minds of people who .should be our 
best friends.” 
It must be embarrassing to a degree 
for American troop.* in training 
in 
the 
British Isles to get unfavorable British re­ 
actions to Hollywood films which wave the 
flag in the face? of people who have gone 
through more of war s horrors than Amer­ 
icans have and who are not them selves 
addicted to flag waving. 
Films of a patriotic 
nature 
are, 
of 
course, highly desirable, but their effect is 
heightened, both at home and abroad, by 
the leaven of restraint and not by the ap­ 
plication of blatant jingoism . 
The S ta r s a n d Stri pes suggestion is one 
to which the Hays office may well devote 
considered attention. 


Oleo Restriction* 
Should Be Changed 


BILLS have been introduced in the 
national House of R epresentatives to re­ 
move or drastically reduce the restrictions 
and taxes imposed on the production, and 
sale of oleom argarine 
Sim ilar proposals 
have been made in various state legisla­ 
tures 
Oklahoma has repealed its oleo­ 
margarine law com pletely, abolishing taxes, 
license fees and all other restrictions New 
York Oregon and W isconsin have removed 
some of the restrictions 
In most ca.-es 
the change is effective only for the dura­ 
tion and half a year thereafter 
Certainly In view of food scarcity and 
rationing, these restrictions should be re­ 
moved 
The purpose of the federal tax 
on m argarine colored like butter was to 
protect butter producers and to prevent 
undue substitution. The latter was achieved 
when the coloring m atter and the mar­ 
garine were separated, and the extra tax 
was avoided. 
But here, as in so many 
Instances, the old rule about the adhe ive- 
ness of any tax, once applied, seems to 
have operated for a long time, 
It was an 
anachronism when butter production re­ 
quired no tariff protection 
Conditions, of course, are changed now 
by the war. 
It always did seem an In­ 
justice to regulate oleom argarine produc­ 
tion and sales by the taxing m ethod, inas­ 
much ax this is what has been known as 
the “poor m an’s butter.” 
It. has been 
developed to excellent quality in m anu­ 
facture and analyses have shown that It 
possesses practically the equivalent of but­ 
ter In nutritive value. 
Pure food regula­ 
tions ought to be a sufficient remedy for 
any abuses. At any rate wartime privations 
call for its free and cheaper sale for the 
duration and such experience would likely 
point to a better method of regulation

Somehow these things happen in 
various phases of the war effort 
day after day and no one Is ever 
held responsible So far, the war has 
been conducted without placing of 
responsibility. 
No one was held responsible for 
Pearl Harbor, and apparently no 
one has been held responsible for 
anything since then. 
It Is true, the commissary d e p art­ 
m ents for the arm ed services should 
err on the side of getting too m uch 
for the men, rath er th an too little, 
and we at home m ust accept what 
I* left, without complaint. But waste 
of food by anyone, including the 
arm ed services Is disastrously d etri­ 
m ental 
to 
the 
war 
effort, 
and 
should be exposed rath er tfian cen­ 
sored . 
lf the average m an m akes a m is­ 
take in hts income tax return, he 
will find how’ im portant the gov­ 
ernm ent regards even a m inor slip. 
Tills m an cannot be allowed to feel 
that generals and adm irals are im ­ 
mune to a sim ilar responsibility for 
their errors in more vital m atters. 
Fighting, government, and civilian 
m orale will deteriorate lf a com pla­ 
cent and benevolent attitude toward 
inefficiency continues to be m ain­ 
tained.

They could impose 
penalities on any non-subscription 
nation, could borrow money from 
our federal reserve bank, and gen­ 
erally lay a heavy hand upon the 
fiscal affairs of the United States. 
O ur W hite plan proposed th a t no 
participating nation gain more than 
twenty-five percent of control on 
the board but wants us to donate 
forty percent of the $5,000,000,000 
fund. It would let us have a veto 
power on m any im portant issues 
by requiring a four-fifths vote from 
the board of directors.

Roosevelt Reversal 


This objection came from, among 
other*, the Treasury and President 
Roosevelt. The T reasury looked over 
the record of persons due to pay 
income taxes for 1942 
now to be 
skipped. The Treasury then sent a 
m em orandum 
to 
the 
president, 
showing the taxes due from rich 
taxpayers. These rich would, by the 
Ruml plan, be released from paying 
taxes for 1942 So would everybody, 
eL>e be released 


But evidently it was the case of 
the rich th at especially moved the 
president to oppose the Ruml plan. 
T he president s opposition was the 
more rem arkable in th at it came 
late, and was a reversal of an ap­ 
proval he had previously given to 
the “pay as you go” principle The 
president s opposition was voiced at 
a press conference, and I quote part 
of the New York Times account 
of what the president said:

It is clear th a t the sm aller nations 
could put up as little as five per­ 
cent of their donation in gold, m ak­ 
ing ninety-five percent of their con­ 
tribution to the fund in their more 
doubtful currencies and bonds O b­ 
viously Keynes proposes to use gold, 
even in this sm all way, onlv for two 
good B ritish reasons: 
iii London investors own m ast of 
the stock in m ost of the gold mines 
in the world in Africa, Australia 
Canada and elsewhere, and • 2» the 
United S tates lias clung to gold 
and even a m inor use of it would 
make any financial scheme prim ar­ 
ily attractive to us. 
Obviously, Lord Keynes has done 
more than propose a simple u tilita r­ 
ian m ethod of stabilizing in tern a ­ 
tional exchange 
He has concocted 
a skillful device for British finan­ 
cial control.
